The report or itio proceedings or the Board of

Jupervlaing Insoeotor? of Steamboats during their
icsslon Just ended, and which lastod nearly six
reeks, was to-day approved by the Secretary of the
iYeasury, and the various recommendations of the
ioard relating to the adoption of life saving opparaosand other Inventions for the better protection of
Lfe and property on board of vessels propelled In
vhole or tn part by steam were accepted by the
Secretary. The act under wbiuh this session or
he Board was held waa passed on the 28th of
February last. It had been pending before Congressfor two years, and It was not until the
Jiaastroua loss or life and property, especially
>n Western rivers, had occurred that any nottce
iras taken or the bill proposing to thoroughly reform
the steamboat service and give to passengers somethinglike a seouilty for their lives while travelling
jn steamboats. Heretofore the supervising inspectors,ten In number, held their sessions in this otty,
commencing in the month of January, but aa there
ivas no recognized head to the Board the several
listi lets were regarded as independent of each other,
»ud In the absenco of an executive officer it is wonlerruithat as much was accomplished as the retortsof the inspectors show, especially as t&e old
atr rtonfnrrftil nnnn thAm hnt rArr littla ontlmrlHr

o oufurce t'ae nooded regulations. This want
fas supplied In the act of Fobruary 23 br empowerngthe rrcBldcut to appoint a supervising Inspector
jeneral, whose duty It should be to pre?ldo over the
lellberatlons of the Board of Super rising Inspectors
,nU perform such duties as the Secretary of the
treasury might direct. The President appointed
oscph BclKnap, of N'ew York city, to that position,
;nd when the Board met here on the 7th of June
ast Mr. Asaph 3. Reruls was chosen Secretary. Tne
lellberatlons of the Board were confined strictly to
describing such rules and regulations as tho new
aw provided ror and to examining tho various Indentionssubmitted for their examination. Accomtyingthe report of the proceedings was an appendix
:ontainlng the new rules and regulations, of which
he following is a careful digest, covering all the lm>ortantpoints:.
